If there be any one thing whieh the West- 
ern people have determined upon more than 
another, it is that the retirement of the 
sumption of specie-payments. The 
part of the country was'willing enough that 


| the Treasury Department should resume 


specie-payments, should restore the green- 
backs to par with gola, and should 
redeem them on demand in coin whenever 


presented. The honest part of the 


country even went further, and con- 
sented that the Treasury Department 
should purehase one hundred miilions of 
dollars in gold and hold the same in re- 
serve in the Treasury, so us to be able to 
maintain redemption of the greenbaeks. But 
the people, Republicans and Democrats, out- 
side of the moneylending circle which 
reigns in Wall street, peremptorily forbade 
the retirement of the greenbacks, and as 
peremptorily forbade that the greenbacks 
should be deprived of the legaltender quality. 

The people veteed the demonetization 
scheme, as well as the Wall-street scheme to 
retire the greenbacks, and insisted that they 
should remain in circulation. Upon. this 
question there was general unanimity 
throughout the land among honest-money 
men. 

Nearly a year. ago the Wall-street Shy- 
locks and gamblers—those who prey and 
live wpon the disturbances of business, the 
fluctuations of value, and the deafness of 
money~made a general charge alom the 
whole line to have the greenbacks withdrawn, 
or at least to have them deprived of their 
jewal-tender character. For this purpose, when 
Congress met, Senator Bayard, as the Demo- 
cratic leader, introduced a resolution and de- 
manded a vote by Congress on this proposi- 
tion depriving greenbacks of their legal- 
tender quality.

The very climax of effrontery in the 
dential campaign has been reached by cer- 
tain “Southern men,” some of whom for- 
merly held office under the Republican party, 
in an address to the negroes of the South 
advising them to support Hancock. Since 
these “Southern gentleman” (headed by 
Pool, of North Carolina) have been dropped 
out of office under the Republican party, 
they have concluded that the mission of that 
party is ended. As they formerly depended 
largely upon negro votes for the prestige 
they enjoyed while in the Republican party, 
they would be very glad to appeal to the 
Democratic party for office on the pretext of 
controlling negro votes. We do not think 
the scheme will work. The negroes are not 
likely to be influenced by soreheads to vote 
the Democratic ticket. Even if they should 
do so in any namber, the Democratic man- 
agers at the South do not need nexro votes, 
which they neutralize by the shotgun and 
fraudulent counts, and will not be likely to 
recognize any claims based upon supposi- 
titious negro accessions. 

The address we refer to is curious, if not 
effective. It starts off with the assertion that 
the signers the Republican policy 
of reconstruction. Then it declares that this 
policy brought great abuses upon the South 
by “the disfranchisement of the principal 
property-holders coupled with the enfran- 
chisement of the whole body of slaves.”

If anything more Illogical 
than all this cam be imagined, it should be 
form ulated as a curiosity in reasoning. 

The Southern soreheads might have made 
a more practical appeal to the blacks. They 
might have g them: “ What is the use 
in your tryti to vote the Republican ticket ? 
You risk your lives every time you do it. 
You are sure to suffer injury either to your 
person or your business if you persist in it, 
And when you vote you know perfectly well 
that your ballots won't be counted. Then 
what's the use? The result is bound to be 
the same whether you vote the Republican 
ticket or not, and you may just as well ac 
cept the inevitable, and thereby save time, 
trouble, and scandal. Submit to your old 
masters tamely, and perhaps the lash and the 
shotgun may not be used so freely.” Some 
such advice as thig would have been consid- 
ered as honest, at least, and would have had 
quite as much influence ever the black Re- 
publicans as the stupid contradictions and 
transparent deceptions which make up the 
sorebead address. The played-out carpet- 
baggers who have united in this address tell 
the blacks that the nomination of Gen, Han- 
cock has placed the Democratic party upon the 
most elevated plane of devotion to the Union, 
the Constitution, and the execution of the 
laws.” They might better have said that 
Hancock’s nomination has elevated the Dem- 
oeratic party to the level of “Order No. 40,” 
which constitutes Haneock’s sole claim to 
distinction in civil affairs. “ The Union, the 
Constitution, and the execution of the laws,”’ 
are insignificant things, compared to that 
famous order.

THE CREDIT OF THE BATTLE OF WILLIAMS- 
BURG BELONGS TO HOOKER. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday ran across 
Mr. S. R. Haven, now in the realestate busi- 
ness in this city, but who was during the 
War a surgeon in the army, being attached 
to Brooks’ brigade at the battle of Williams 
burg, the credit for winning which has been 
given to Gen. Hancock, though Fighting 
Joe Hooker” really did the work. 

“The battle of Williamsburg came on,” 
said Dr. Haven, as I remember it, about 1 
o'clock in the afternoon. Brooks’ brigade, 
with which 1 was connected, was lying along 
the road waiting for orders, while there was 
considerable firing in vur front. The Prince 
de Joinville, whe was attached to Gen. Mc- 
Clellan’s staff, rode up and said to 
Gen. Brooks in my i. hearing, 1 
beg of you to go forward: our friends 
are —— The understanding was that 
we had no orders to move forward, but we 
finally did so. Our brigade did not at an 
time during the day have muen to do wit 
the battle. In the evening I went to a barn— 
headyuarters—to see about getting provisions 
for wounded men. There were some news- 
papermen there, and they asked me how 
many casualties there were. I said about 
1,000 or 1,200. They laughed at me, and said 
there hadn’t been more than fifty or sixty. 
Their dispatches, I understood, had been 
made up in that way. I told them I had 
seen many more than myself, The loss 
in killed and wounded turned out to be be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500. It was supposed 
by the reporters around Hanecock’s headquar- 
ters that his in the engagement was the 
bulk of it.

A REMARKABLE CAMPAIGN. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 3.—The present cam- 
paign in Ohio is in many respects a remarka- 
ble one. When Gen. Garfield, the idol of the 
Western Reserve,—and the State at large, 
for that matter,—was unexpectedly nomi- 
nated for the Presidency, a feeling of joy 
and thankfulness filled the breasts of all 
classes. Business-men, Democrats as well 
as Republicans, were confident that the pres- 
ent financial and commercial policy of the 
Government would be continued; the vet- 
erans of the War for the Nation’s life knew 
that, with their old comrade in arms at the 
helm of the Ship of State, the fruits of the 
victory purchased with so much blood would 
be secure; while the general public, 
content that the party in its wis 
dom had made so excellent a choice 
of candidates, rested. securely in the be- 
lief that Ohio would roll up for the Republic- 
ans one of the largest majorities known in 
the State,no matter whom the Opposition 
might nominate.

han is. The Exhibition Building stands 
in the Carlton Garden, and, excluding the tem- 
rary annexes for machinery, etc., is cruci- 
orm, consisting of a nave 500 feet long running 
from east to west and cut through its centre by 
a transept 270 teet deep. This transept is the 
leadthg feature of the fabric. At its south end 
is the chief La tall arch forty feet wide. 
and sixty feet high, ony recessed, and 
reached by a flight of broad stone steps. 
On each side are square towers 106 feet 
high, adorned by  pictwresquely-shaped 
and well-grouped windows, together with Ionic 
pilasters and enriched panels. The north end 
of the transeptis arranged on almost precisely 
the same pattern. At the intersection of the 
transept and nave rises the dome, oct in 
form and reaching the hight of 223 feet, being 
about 130 feet above the main roof. As the dome 
rears itself above the main roof it is surround- 
ed by columns, dividing groups of windows, and 
just above that point the tapering gradually 
begins. At its base the ceritral tower is 100 feet 
square, but as its octagonal sha becomes de- 
fined the diameter is contract to sixty feet. 
Ateach corner is a pavilion tower eighty feet 

The material employed is brick, staccoed, 
ed with iron. Interiorly transept is 
seventy feet hich and sixty feet wide in the 
ear, exclusive of side galleries of twenty 
feet; the nave is of the same hight, 100 feet 
wide witb its galleries, and 500 feet long. Be- 
tween the nave and the outer walis on each side 
are several courts, each 200 feet long by 30 feet 
wide; the upper courts, corresponding with the 
Eulleries inside the nave, are for the exhibition 
of pictures, statuary, etc. The building is to be 
retained as a permanent bition building. 
The total vote of the Victo Government has 
been £38,000. The area re red for exhibitors 
was 650,000 square feet, 400, uare feet being 
set aside for Europe and merica. Great 
tritain, of course, leads in the list of exhibiting 
nationf, though not a few complaints have been 
made as to the inadequate amount appropriated 
by the Government. France made an ap- 
propriation of 480,000, and sent a man-of- 
war loaded with goods; Germany appro- 
priated balf that sum; large applications for 
space were made hy Austro-Hungary; Italy 
sent a ship-of- war with from 900 exhibit- 
ors; Belgium, Holland, and Switzerland also 
made grants, and individual exhibitors are en- 
tered from Prussia, Sweden, Norway, and Den- 
mark; Japan, China, India, and Ceylon; and all 
the Australian colonies. The United States, we 
believe, will be credibly represented, their sec- 
tion being under the management of Mr. Thomas 
Pickering, The Exhibition will be open till 
March 31, and all goods must be removed by the 
Ist of Junc next. 

The Prince of Wales was to have visited the 
Exhibition, and even selected bis ship, but at the 
last moment it was thought best to give up the 
trip. as both of his sons are to be out of the realm 
on the long voyage recommended by the physi- 
cians for Prince Albert Victor. 

The site of Melbourne, the Chicago of Austra- 
lasia, was selected only forty-five years ago.
